1. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1-17, the prior art of record fails to teach of a network-device controller that 
obtains a network device on a communication path between a communication terminal 
and an apparatus that is the destination of communication. The closest reference, 
Hinckley (U.S. Patent No. 5,828,882), teaches of a network-device control system for 
performing priority control of a network device constituting a network based upon priority 
of a user, the system comprising: an event notification device and a network device 
controller, but fails to teach of a network-device controller that obtains a network device 
on a communication path between the communication terminal and an apparatus that is 
the destination of communication. Additionally, Hidehiro et al. (JP 09-331359), teaches 
of a network-control system for performing priority control of a network device 
constituting a network based upon priority of a user, the system comprising: an event 
notification device, but fails to teach of a network-device controller.
